A very important manuscript has been 
discovered in, the Advocates’ Library, 
Edinburgh. Owing to a mistaken entry 
in the catalogue, which the lupse of time 
‘ may now be held to have condoned, it had 
“attracted little or no attention until the 
present keeper, Me W.-K, Dickson, ‘took 

+ the matter in hand, .Athis reyuent, it was 


examined by an expert, who found it to be, 
a uuagnificont specimen of a Hobrew manu < 


seript, Containing tho whole of the Old 
Teastainent, and dating rey from the 
thirteenth century.. 


“4, RLS, K.” describes it in an article |: 


in the Glusgow Herald, He. states 
that, from the point of view of size alone 
this Edinburgh codex takes rank- with the 
largest of its class, Tho parchment leaves, 
gathered together in sets of cight with the 
usual catchwords, still mensuro 21 inches 
hy 15, after having lost on inch or more 
hoth in length and brendtlr at the bands of 
1 cateloss bindet. Each of these lordly 
pages has three columns of text, each 
column containing 31 lines of large and 


beautifully formed Hobrew characters. It 
is computed, that the MS, contains over 
1,000 of such pages, the first volume comp» 
rising 220 folios and’the sccond over 300, 
Tho “ hand" is that characteristic of the

It is comparatively rare to find a MS. 
of this size and costliness containing the 
whelo vf the. Old Testament. Very fow of 
the extant MSS. of any portion of the 
Hebrew Sctiptures, are older than the 
eleventh century of our ext, and no com- 
plete copy has been ‘proved with certainty 
to be oldor than the twelfth. To wnt 
century, thon, may our Scottixh, codex be 
assigned?

Nathan, the son of 
Rabbi Moses, From the pecutiar manner 
in which the name .appenrs at the end of 
Deuteronomy it must be Chat cither of tho 
setibe or of the wealthy patron for whom 
the MS, was prepared, But this parti- 
cular Nathan is otnerwise unknown, 

Froin intérnal evideszo, however,. critics 
are of opinion that, this: Edinburgh codex 
may: be assigned to tho thirteenth century’; H 
it is one of the oldest existing MSS. 
containing all the three divisions of the 
Hebrew Canon—the Law or Pentateuch, 
the Prophets, and the Hagiographa. The 
first of itn two volumes contains not:only 
the Hebrow text of’the Pentateuch, buf 
alo the Targum. of Onkelos in alternate 
verses, Tho Targum is tiie translation into 
Aramaic, « language closely akin ta Hebrow. 
Anmuje was the vernacular of Palestine in 
Now Testament times and themother tongue 
of Jesus and Uis disciples. In tho services 
of the. synagogue the lesson from the Law 
was xoad in tho original, a verse at a time, 
the Metargeman or translator giving | the 
vernacular. rendering for the henefit of the 
unlearned members of the congregation.
